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One of the questions that bothers the average citizen, 
about this time of year, is how will our town proceed to get 
-equalization. Equalization which is obtained by dividing the 
school maintenance appropriation by the State valuation 
cannot be accurately determined in March, because the aver- 
age of the towns of the State is unknown at that time. Gen- 
erally if a town receives the subsidy for one year, the ap- 
propriation is less and the local school tax rate falls below 
the average for the State which means that equalization will 
not be paid the following year. The town appropriated 
$12,000 for school maintenance in 1949. When this amount 
was divided by the State’s valuation of $446,000 the local 
school tax rate for the coming year .02690 was obtained. 
Whereas this figure is nearly 114 mills above the average of 
the State we will receive $2,292.00 equalization next De- 
cember 15. 


With an appropriation of $12,000 for the past school year 
we were able to pay all bills to date with the exception of 
one high school tuition bill of $795.69. This bill will have to 
be paid from the new appropriation after town meeting. 


The town is now paying high school tuition on 44 pupils 
of which 21 are attending Cony High School at a tuition rate 
of $151.56 per pupil per year. We have enrolled at Erskine 
Academy 23 pupils with a tuition rate of $145.28 for each 
pupil. The present tuition law states that in schools where 
the enrollment of tuition students: is ten percent or more of 
the total enrollment attending any community district high 
school, the annual tuition rate shall not exceed 100% of the 
average cost per pupil in all secondary schools of the State 
for the preceding year. The State average charged for high 
school tuition for last year was $179.17. 


Another question which has been asked several times in 
the past year is: How much State subsidy will a town re- 
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ceive for a closed school. After July 1, 1944 when a town 
closes or suspends a school, and conveys the pupils to an- 
other approved school for the purpose of improving their 
educational opportunities, thereby eliminating a teaching 
position which is not reestablished elsewhere in the town, 
the amount so apportioned shall not be more than 1% the cost 
of such conveyance nor more than the amount which would 
have been apportioned had this teaching position been main- 
tained. If a teaching position is reestablished elsewhere in 
the town the amount apportioned for closing the school, 
shall not be in excess of 14 the cost of conveyance, nor to 
exceed $100 in addition to the regular apportionment for the 
teaching position. 


Now that the Windsor Consolidated School will soon be- 
come a reality we are faced with the problem of purchasing 
new school furniture before the opening next September. 
We have had from 112 to 116 pupils enrolled for the past 4 
years and as near as we can tell the enrollment next Fall will 
not exceed 118. We have 30 single desks that could be used 
but it seems unwise to place any old school furniture in a 
new building. Therefore we should have 118 new pupil desks 
-and 4 teacher desks. We find on checking with the salesmen 
that this furniture will have to be ordered in May to insure 
delivery by September first. We will have a direct quota- 
tion on this furniture for the annual town meeting.

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COPY OF WINDSOR SCHOOL DISTRICT BILL AS 
ACCEPTED BY TOWN AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
SEPTEMBER 17, 1949 


H. P. 1675—L. D. 929 
AN ACT to Create the Town of Windsor School District. 
Be it enacted by the People of the State of Maine, as follows: 


See. 1. Incorporation; name; purposes. Subject to the 
provisions of sections 7 and 9 hereof, the inhabitants of and 
the territory within the town of Windsor are hereby created 
a body politic and corporate under the name of “Town of 
Windsor School District” for the purpose of acquiring prop- 
erty within the said town for school and related athletic and 
recreational purposes; for the purpose of erecting, enlarg- 
ing, repairing, equipping and maintaining on said property 
a school building or school buildings and related athletic and 
recreational facilities; for the purpose of completing, grad- 
ing, furnishing, rebuilding, renovating and otherwise better- 
ing the condition of any or all buildings within said town 
used for school purposes or which may hereafter be used for 
school purposes; for the purpose of leasing or letting any 
property of said district to said town; for the purpose of re- 
ceiving, accepting and holding gifts, grants or devises of 
property real, personal or mixed to be used for school and 
related athletic and recreational purposes;-all for the bene- 
fit of the inhabitants of said district. 


Sec. 2. Trustees, powers and duties; limitations. All 
the affairs of said district (except election of teachers who 
shall serve in the said schools and the fixing of their salaries, 
. the course of study, the terms of school and all other mat- 
ters pertaining to the education of pupils, which matters 
shall be controlled by the school board of the town of Wind- 
sor) shall be managed by a board of 3 trustees who shall be 
bona fide residents of the town of Windsor and who shall 
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be elected as hereinafter provided. The board of trustees, 
acting for said district, shall have and exercise all the pow- 
ers and authorities necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this act and the powers and authorities granted herein. 


Sec. 3. Trustees; how elected, tenure of office, organiza- 
tion of board, officers, vacancies; compensation; reports. As 
soon as may be after the acceptance of this act, as herein- 
after provided, the municipal officers of the town of Windsor 
shall appoint 3 trustees of said district, to hold office as fol- 
lows respectively: 1 until the next annual municipal election 
following acceptance of this act; 1 until the 2nd annual 
municipal election thereafter; 1 until the 3rd annual munic- 
ipal election thereafter. At each annual municipal election 
of the town of Windsor, beginning with the annual municipal 
election after the acceptance of this act, 1 trustee shall be 
elected to serve until the annual municipal election occurring 
3 years thereafter. When any trustee ceases to be a resi- 
dent of said district, he vacates the office as trustee. All 
trustees shall be eligible for reappointment. 


Vacancies occurring on the board of trustees during any 
year shall be filled by the selectmen in the same manner in 
which the original board was appointed. 


The 1st meeting of the board of trustees shall be held 
within 2 weeks after all of the members of said board have 
been appointed as above provided, such 1st meeting to be 
called by 1 of the trustees upon such reasonable notice there- 
for as he may deem proper. At this original meeting they 
shall organize by the election from their own members of a 
president, a clerk and a treasurer, adopt a corporate seal, 
may ordain and establish such by-laws consistent with the 
laws of the state of Maine as are necessary for their own 
convenience and the proper management of the affairs of 
said district, and may employ all needed officers and agents 
for the proper conduct and management of the affairs of the 
district, Within 2 weeks after each annual municipal elec- 
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tion of the town of Windsor the trustees shall meet for the 
purpose of electing a president, a clerk and a treasurer for 
the ensuing year and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 


The trustees shall serve without compensation, except 
that the treasurer may receive for his services an amount to 
_ be fixed by the board of trustees, not to exceed $100 per year. 
The treasurer shall give a bond to the district in such sum 
~ and with such sureties as the trustees may determine, which 
bond shall be deposited with the president. The treasurer’s 
salary, bond premium and all expenses of the district shall 
be paid from the funds of the district. 


At the close of each fiscal year of the district, which shall 
coincide with the fiscal year of the town of Windsor, the 
trustees shall make a detailed report of their doings, of the 
financial condition of said district, of the physical condition 
of its property, and also of such other matters and things 
pertaining to said district as shall show the inhabitants 
thereof how said trustees are fulfilling the duties and obliga- 
tions of their trust. Such report ‘shall be made and filed with 
the municipal officers of the town of Windsor on or before 
February 15 of each year. 


Sec. 4. How financed. To procure funds for the pur- 
poses of this act, and for such other expenses as may he 
necessary to carry out said purposes, the trustees of said 
district are hereby authorized from time to time to borrow 
money and to issue bonds and notes of the district therefor, 
but shall not incur a total indebtedness exceeding the sum 
of $35,000. Each bond and note shall have inscribed upon its 
face the words ‘‘Town of Windsor School District”, shall 
- bear interest at such rates as the trustees shall determine, 
- payable semi-annually, and shall be subject to such other 
provisions as the trustees shall determine. Said bonds and 
notes may be issued to mature serially, or made to run for 
such periods with call provision as said trustees may deter- 
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mine, but none of which shall run for a longer period than 
20 years. All bonds and notes issued by said district shall 
be signed by the treasurer and countersigned by the presi- 
dent of said district, and if coupon bonds be issued, each 
coupon shall be attested by the facsimile signatures of the 
president and treasurer printed thereon. Said bonds and 
notes shall be legal obligations of said district, which is 
hereby declared to be a quasi-municipal corporation within 
the meaning of section 132 of chapter 49 of the revised 
statutes, and all the provisions of said section shall be ap- | 
plicable thereto. The said bonds and notes shall be’ legal 
investments for savings banks. The said trustees are hereby 
authorized and empowered to enter into such agreement 
with the federal government or state government, or any 
agency thereof, or any corporation or board authorized by 
the federal government or state government to loan money 
or otherwise assist in the financing of such projects as this 
school district is authorized to carry out, as may be neces- 
sary or desirable to accomplish the purposes of this act. 


Sec. 5. Sinking fund; refunding bonds provided for. In 
case any bonds or notes at any time issued are made to run 
for a period of years (as distinguished from serial matur- 
ity), the trustees shall establish a sinking fund for such 
bonds or notes for the purpose of redeeming the same when 
they become due. The amount to be paid annually into such 
sinking fund shall not be less than 5% of the total principal 
amount of such bonds or notes originally issued. In addition 
to such annual sinking fund payment, the trustees shall have - 


authority from time to time to add to any such sinking fund 


any funds of said district. not required for other purposes. 
Funds in any sinking fund may be deposited in any national 
bank, savings bank or trust company within the state or 
may be invested in whole or in part in any bonds of the 
United States, of the state of Maine or of any political sub- 
division thereof, as the trustees may determine. Interest 
received on any funds so invested shall be added to the sink- 
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ing fund. When and if the amount accumulated in any sink- 
ing fund, together with interest received or to be received 
thereon, shall be sufficient to pay at maturity or, at the op- 
tion of the trustees, to redeem the bonds or notes for the 
benefit.of which such sinking fund was established, all fur- 
ther payments to such sinking fund shall cease. 


Whenever any bonds or notes issued by said district may 
become due or can be purchased or called for redemption by 
said district on favorable terms, said trustees, if sufficient 
funds have accumulated in the sinking fund provided there- 
for, shall pay, purchase or redeem said bonds or notes and 
cancel them. In no case shall bonds or notes so paid, pur- 
chased or redeemed, and cancelled, be reissued. 


In case the amount in any sinking fund shall not be suf- 
ficient to pay the total amount when due of the bonds and 
notes for which such sinking fund was provided, or in case 
it shall become desirable in the opinion of the trustees to call 
for redemption any outstanding bonds or notes and to issue 
new bonds or notes in their stead, authority is hereby 
granted to refund so many of said original bonds or notes as 
-eannot be paid or redeemed from the sinking fund provided 
therefor, if any, but in no case shall such new bonds or notes 
mature more than 20 years from the original date of issue 
of the original bonds or notes so refunded. 


' See. 6. Assessment of taxes authorized to meet indebt- 
edness; how collected; procedure. The trustees of the 
“Town of Windsor School District” shall determine what 
sum is required each year for sinking fund payments, or if 
the bonds or notes authorized by this act shall be issued to 
mature serially what sum is required each year to meet the 
bonds and notes falling due, and what sum is required each 
year to meet the interest on said bonds or other obligations, 
and what sum is required each year to meet other necessary 
expenses in the district, and shall each year, before the Ist 
day of April, issue their warrant in the same form as the 
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warrant of the treasurer of state for taxes, with proper 
changes, to the assessors of the town of Windsor, requiring 
that they assess the total sum so determined upon the tax- 
able polls and estates within said district and to commit 
their assessment to the constable or collector of said town 
of Windsor, who shall have all authority and powers to col- 
lect said taxes as is vested by law to collect state, county and 
municipal taxes. On or before the 31st day of December of 
the year in which said tax is so levied, the treasurer of said 
town shall pay the amount of the tax so assessed against said 
district to the treasurer of said district. In case of a failure 
on the part of the treasurer of the town to pay said sum, or 
in case of his failure to pay any part thereof on or before 
said 31st day of December of the year in which said tax is 
levied, the treasurer of said district may issue his warrant 
for the amount of said tax or so much thereof as shall then 
remain unpaid to the sheriff of Kennebec county, requiring 
him to levy by distress and sale on real and personal prop- 
erty of any of the inhabitants of said district, and the sheriff 
or either or any of his deputies shall execute said warrant 
except as is otherwise provided herein. The same authority 
as is vested in county officials for the collection of county 
taxes, under the provisions of the revised statutes, is hereby 
vested in the trustees of said district in relation to the col- 
lection of taxes within said district. 


Sec. 7. Provisions for termination of the board of trus- 
tees. At such time as the school building or buildings and 
related athletic and recreational facilities shall have been 
completed, equipped and occupied by pupils of said district, 
and the board of trustees of the district shall have dis- 
charged all of its principal obligations, and the property of 
said district shall be free and clear of all indebtedness, the 
board of trustees shall automatically cease to function and 
all of the duties, management, care and maintenance of the 
property of said district shall revert to the school board of 
the town of Windsor or such other board as may at that 
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time have jurisdiction over similar school property, and the 
then president and treasurer of said district shall cause to 
be executed, signed and delivered a good and sufficient deed 
of all the property of said district to the town of Windsor. 
All money, if any remaining in the treasury of said district 
at the time said trustees cease to function, shall be given to 
the town treasurer of the town of Windsor. This money shall 
be used gnly for school purposes and shall be kept separate 
from all other money until authorized by the municipal of- 
ficers of the town of Windsor to be expended for one or more 
of the purposes stated in this act. 


Sec. 8. Authority to receive property from the town of 
Windsor. The “Town of Windsor School District’ is hereby 
authorized to receive from the town of Windsor, and said 
town of Windsor is hereby authorized to transfer and con- 
vey to said district, any property, real, personal or mixed, 
now or hereafter owned or held by the town of Windsor for 
school purposes, and any sums of money or other assets 
which the said town of Windsor has raised or may raise, 


either by taxation, borrowing or otherwise, for school pur- 
poses. 


Sec. 9. Referendum; effective date. This act shall take 
effect 90 days after the adjournment of the legislature only 
for the purpose of permitting its submission to the legal 
voters of the territory embraced within the limits of said 
district, present and voting at a special election called and 
held for the purpose or at an annual municipal election of the 
town of Windsor. Such special election or annual municipal 
election shall be held not later than the next regular annual 
municipal election after the effective date of this act. In the 
event a special election is called for the purpose, it shall be 
called, advertised and conducted according to the law relat- 
ing to municipal elections; provided, however, that the board 
of registration in said town of Windsor shall not be required 
to prepare for posting, or the town clerk to post, a new list 
of voters, and for the purpose of registration of voters, said 
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board shall be in session the 3 secular days next preceding 
such special election, the 1st and 2nd days thereof to be de- 
voted to registration of voters, and the 3rd day to enable 
the board to verify the corrections of such list and to com- 
plete and close up their records of said sessions. The town 
clerk shall prepare the required ballots on which he shall re- 
duce the subject matter of this act to the following ques- 
tion: ‘Shall the Act to Create the Town of Windsor School 
District be accepted?” and the voters shall indicate by a 
cross or check mark placed over the words “Yes” or “No” 
their opinion of the same. This act shall take effect for all 
the purposes thereof immediately upon its acceptance by a 
majority vote of the legal voters voting at said election; pro- 
vided that the total number of votes cast for and against the 
acceptance of this act at said election equals or exceeds 20% 
of the total vote for all candidates for governor in said town 
at the next previous gubernatorial election. The result in 
said district shall be declared by the municipal officers of the 
town of Windsor and due certificate filed by the town clerk 
with the secretary of state.

REPORT TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN OF THE 
TOWN OF WINDSOR BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE TOWN OF WINDSOR SCHOOL DISTRICT 


In order that the municipal officers and townspeople may 
be.familiar with just what progress has been made with ref- 
erence to a consolidated school for the Town of Windsor, we 
felt we should outline briefly what has taken place up to this 
date. | 


The Special Town Meeting that was held on September 17, 
1949, voted to accept Legislative Document No. 929, which 
is “An Act to Create the Town of Windsor School District’. 
Of the total of 135 votes cast 98 were for the District and 37 
against it. In accordance with the terms of this Act the Se- 
lectmen appointed and so notified on October 11, 1949, the 
appointment of the following trustees: 

Verne Jones until the next annual municipal election fol- 
lowing the acceptance of this Act. 

G. S. Williams until the second annual municipal election 
thereafter. Aaity 

Harland B. Hussey until the third annual municipal elec- 
tion thereafter. 


A meeting of these three trustees was called within the 
two weeks’ period as called for in the Act to organize, and 
the following officers were elected: 

G. S. Williams, President 
Harland B. Hussey, Treasurer 
Verne Jones, Clerk 


Since that first meeting we have held four other meetings, 
devoting most of the time to discussions of locations and the 
proper type of building, together with rough estimates of 
cost, which would seem to suit the needs of the Town of 
Windsor, and tried to cooperate with the Superintendent of 
Schools, municipal officers and the State Board of Education. 
At one of these meetings, Mr. Bailey of the State Board of 
Edueation visited several of the locations, giving us a lot of 
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information as to what the State would require in the loca- 
tion and type of building in order to be acceptable and ap- 
proved by the State. 


Possibly all are not familiar with the fact that a school 
building must be located on a lot so that it would extend 
north and south and that the east and west light would be 
available for the classrooms. Another very important fac- 
tor in selecting the location is to have proper drainage for 
sewage disposal and to have the artesian well or water sup- 
ply at a higher elevation. Some of these requirements have 
a great deal to do with just what location would be accept- 
able. One lot we looked at would have to be cleared of hard- 
wood and brush, as well as rocks, and until excavation was 
started the cost of a basement would be very uncertain. 


We find that the average price paid for a consolidated 
school lot, consisting of some five to seven acres, averages 
around $1000 according to State figures. The lot that your 
Trustees have in mind has been offered to them for an 
amount substantially less than $1000, is located on black 
road, excellent drainage on the northeast and the water sys- 
tem could be located on higher ground to the southwest. 

We have also carried on planning and estimates so that 
we feel fairly confident that a four classroom building, to- 
gether with basement, proper arrangements made for lunch 
room, plans for future growth which might accommodate 
150 pupils (present school attendance we understand to be 
116) for between $35,000 and $40,000. This would include 
finished building, heating plant, water system, sanitary sew- 
age disposal facilities and outside grading, but would not 
include interior furnishings such as desks or cafeteria equip- 
ment. 


Under Article 8 of this School District Act, Authority to 
Receive Property from the Town of Windsor, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The “Town of Windsor School District’ is hereby 
authorized to receive from the Town of Windsor, 
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and said town of Windsor is hereby authorized to 
transfer and convey to said district, any property, 
real, personal or mixed, now or hereafter owned or 
held by the town of Windsor for school purposes, 
and any sums of money or other assets which the 
said town of Windsor has raised or may raise, 
either by taxation, borrowing or otherwise, for 
school purposes.” 

There might be some legal question under the wording of 
this article whether or not the Treasurer of the Town of 
Windsor has full authority to turn over to the Treasurer of 
the School District the money that the Town voted to raise 
for consolidated school building purposes. The money so 
voted and set aside in a separate fund for the use of con- 
solidated school purposes only is as follows: 

Total amount raised and appropriated—1946 $1,000 
TOA at. o00 
1948 1,000 
1949 1,000 $4,500 

Therefore the reason for asking the municipal officers to 
call a Special Town Meeting where the voters of the Town 
may authorize the turning over of this amount, plus inter- 
est, to the School District for consolidated school building 
purposes. 


Your Trustees would necessarily have to know whether or 
not this fund was to be available for preliminary work before 
negotiating the loan authorized under this Act for a sum not 
to exceed $35,000. If this money is made available imme- 
diately there is no reason why we cannot plan on breaking 
ground early in the spring and have the new building ready 
for occupancy next fall. “|

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT, TOWN OF WINDSOR 
1950-1951 


The one event that is foremost in all of our minds today 
is the near completion of our new Consolidated School Build- 
ing. Every citizen of Windsor should rejoice over its archi- 
tectural beauty which will have its silent influence on the 
education of every pupil in school. In the midst of great 
business cares the building committee has intelligently and 
assiduously constructed an edifice of which we are all rightly 
proud. We wish to commend the sincerity of the builder, 
Mr. Sawyer, who has carried out the plans laid before him 
with personal interest and care. To them is due the credit 
for this splendidly built structure which we think is not sur- 
passed by any building of its kind in the state. 


Now that the building is about to be given over to the 
board of education and citizens of Windsor, we should all 


ANNUAL REPORT Al 


strive to work together toward the best possible education 
of our boys and girls. The task is not one that may be un- 
- dertaken alone, it will require the full cooperation of parents, 
teachers and pupils if the highest educational standard is 
to be achieved. 


We now have enrolled in our five rural schools 121 pupils 
as follows: North Windsor School 30 pupils, Corner Schooi 
82, South Windsor 18, Erskine School 18 and the Neck 
School 23. There are 12 pupils in the 8th grade who will be 
ready for high school next September. The town is now 
paying high school tuition on 45 pupils of which 20 are at- 
tending Cony High while 25 are enrolled at Erskine Acad- 
emy. Ten of these secondary pupils are registered in the 
senior class and will be graduated in June. Therefore we 
should have approximately 47 pupils in secondary school 
next September. 


With an appropriation of $12,000.00 for school main- 
tenance last year our local school tax rate was .02690. This 
figure will assure the town of $1,645.00 equalization next 
December providing that the State has sufficient money to 
_ pay in full. Although the law provides for fixed sums to be 

paid by the State for equalization and State School Fund the 
outlook this year is to receive approximately 10% less on 
these two items because of insufficient funds in the State 
Treasury. 


We wish to thank the following citizens of Windsor for 
their kind cooperation in giving labor toward the school 
cafeteria: Mr. and Mrs. George Williams, Harland Hussey, 
Bob Baker, Donald Fuller, Henry Winkley, Mr. and Mrs. EI- 
bridge Jones, Victor Woodworth, William Gray, Lewis 
Jones, Wilfred Dufour, Donald Choate, George La Salle and 
Arthur Evans. With the donations which you have made 
we are in hopes to open the cafeteria for serving lunch at 
noon on February 26. 


The P. T. A. have been kind enough to take over the serv- 
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ing of hot lunch in the school cafeteria. We wish to thank 
you and your president Mrs. Mavis Choate for working and 
planning to make our hot lunch program a success. 


To the school building committee Mr. George Williams, 
Mr. Harland Hussey and Mr. Verne Jones we wish to extend — 
our deep appreciation for the long hours of working and 
planning which have made our new building possible. 


To all citizens who have helped to make our school system 
successful we extend our many thanks. We hope that by 
working together in the future we will have one of the 
finest schools for our boys and girls in the State.

To the Municipal Officers of Town of Windsor: 


In accordance with Legislative Document No. 929, Town 
of Windsor School District, and accepted by the Town at 
- Special Meeting held on September 17th, 1949, we wish to 

submit the report of the Trustees for the fiscal year ending 
February ist, 1951. | 


You will recall that at a special meeting held on February 
Ath, 1950, the funds raised for consolidated school purposes, 
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held by the Treasurer, who was authorized to turn this fund 
over to the School District, which amounted to approximate- 
ly $4,640. 


During most of the month of February, 1950, we were 
negotiating with contractors as to what the probably cost of 
a building to meet our requirements might be. Our lowest 
estimate was around $48,000 and the highest estimate 
$55,000 if we were to let a bona fide contract for this pro- 
ject. With the amount authorized under the Act, $35,000, 
and the money already raised ond turned over by the Town 
we were limited to an expenditure of $39,623, so it became 
evident that the Trustees would have to select a reliable 
builder, who had a few A-1 carpenters, and proceed on some 
form of a day labor basis. We held a meeting with Elbert 
Sawyer, Arthur Savage, architect, and the Board on March 
8rd, 1950, and confirming agreement was made to go ahead 
on the building by Mr. Sawyer as the general contractor on 
March 6th, 1950. The Trustees met with the Selectmen and 
School Board on May 16th to go over the revised plans so as 
to start construction immediately. The Bridge Construc- 
tion Company started excavation on May 22nd, 1950. The 
lumber purchased from Harold Turner was delivered on the 
ground early in June, and from then on the progress seemed 
to be all that could be expected. 


We did meet with some disappointing deliveries which up- 
set our estimate of occupying the building in late Septem- 
ber, 1950. Then we looked forward to opening January 2nd, 
1951, and when the hurricane hit us, which set us back an- 
other four or five weeks, we knew that date would be im- 
possible. But now the School Board has taken over the oper- 
ation of the building as of February 4th, it really looks now 
as though the children would occupy the new school build- 
ing on Monday, February 26th, 1951, which you can well 
appreciate will be quite a relief to your Board of Trustees.

We 
hired Arthur Savage to draw the plans, F. Elbert Sawyer 
to do the carpentering, Dyer Bros. to drill the well, Bridge 
Construction Company to do the grading, Vinton Dunn to 
furnish concrete, and Dow Roofing Company to do the roof- 
ing and ventilation. Joe Gerrity furnished the long lumber 
(Douglass Fir) and Harold Turner the rough lumber. Roy 
Grindle furnished the material for and installed the plumb- 
ing and heating. Edwin Kidder furnished the doors. Her- 
man Smith made the windows.

From the above Treasurer’s Report you can plainly see 
that it was necessary to be economy conscious throughout 
the building and completion of this school, where we had 
$39,623 actual cash and a reliable contractor’s estimate, if 
he were to sign a contract to complete the building accord- 
ing to plans and specifications, of not less than $50,000. It 
may be necessary in the future, if and when money is avail- 
able, to add to some of the equipment which might result in 
economy of operation. There is ample room for expansion, 
with a fifth classroom unfurnished available and the cafe- 
teria for the school lunch program is going ahead under the 
guidance of the Parent-Teachers Association. Also, there is 
a large space still left in the basement for any manual train- 
ing or 4-H Club projects that might be anticipated for the 
future. 


We want at this time to express our deep appreciation 


(and the townspeople should join us) in the interest of El-_ 


bert Sawyer, the general contractor, a man of a great deal 
of experience, which has resulted in many economies of con- 
struction that we would not have had the benefit of without 
his guidance. There were a few townspeople who assisted 
in sanding floors, treating and waxing, etc., without making 
any charge to the District. We wish to tell them how much 
we appreciate it at this time. 


We are hopeful that $1,000 available, appropriated in 
1950 for consolidated school purposes, can be used for new 
seats. New seats for the four classrooms would total at 
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present prices approximately $2,700, which is not available 
at this time. The $1,000 would go quite a ways. There is an 
article in the warrant authorizing the municipal officers to 
transfer the present school property to the District. This 
would make some additional money available. As far as out- 
side work is concerned, we need to do some re-surfacing of 
the driveways and parking spare in the spring. Also, there 
will be some grading and seeding when the ground is suit- 
‘able. With over five acres of land available there is ample 
opportunity for a playground equipment project, most of 
which could be taken care of locally. The exterior of the 
building should have another coat of paint, and possibly af- 
ter next June and before school opens in the fall another 
coat of paint inside for the classrooms and hallways and 
treatment of the floors would be sufficient for quite a few 
years.

As a result of the usual checks made in an annual town 
audit, I find that the books of record and other substantiat- 
ing data in the town files, indicates that the affairs of the 
town have been conducted by your municipal officers in a 
careful and proper manner, and the town appears to be in a 
most excellent position, financial and otherwise.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT, TOWN OF WINDSOR 
February 6, 1952 


To the Municipal Officers of the Town of Windsor: 


- Tn accordance with Legislative Document No. 929, Town 
of Windsor School District, we wish to submit the report 
of the Trustees for the fiscal year ending February 6, 1952.. 


Where the School Board took over the operation of the 
new consolidated school in February, 1951, there has not 
been so much activity as far as the Board of Trustees are 
concerned. At the last annual Town Meeting it was voted 
to turn four of the old schoolhouses over to the Trustees, 
who were to advertise for bids to dispose of the remaining 
school real estate. This was done and the detail of this sale 
will be included in the Treasurer’s report. 


There have been a few additions and improvements made 
during the last year, the most noticeable perhaps being the 
fixing of the driveway and grading of the grounds adjacent 
to the building, the seeding and finishing to be completed 
this spring. A slight change was made in the heating sys- 
tem which resulted in some economy in operation, and a 
permanent basement door was installed on the north end of 
the building. 


Through the cooperation of the Parent-Teachers Associ- 
ation and the Board of Selectmen, who made it possible for 
the income from the Theron D. Reed Fund to be available, 
a very fine cafeteria has been practically completed and 
fairly well equipped. Although the detail of this operation 
will no doubt be covered by a report of the School Board, it 
should not be overlooked that the successful operation of 
this hot lunch program is very much due to the interest and 
efficiency of the two ladies in charge, Mrs. Louise Evans and 
Mrs. Mildred Sproul. 


There are quite a few things that could be done, but so 
much has already been accomplished one hesitates to recom- 
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mend the immediate completion of these projects, permit- 
ting the Town to instruct their Board of Trustees according 
to appropriations made to carry on this work. The $1,000 
appropriated last year was used to purchase new seats 
selected by the School Board. We would list some of these 
desirable projects in the order that your Board feels they 
should be completed.

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TOWN OF WINDSOR ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1951-’52 


As we pass through the new school building and look 
over the appliances for the comfort, convenience and health 
of teachers and pupils, we have a right to be proud of the 
public spirited citizens who helped plan and erect the best 
that modern architecture has to offer for school con- 
venience. We note in our own minds how great is the ad- 
vancement made, since some sat as pupils in the little one- 
story framed schoolhouses where the cold of winter or the 
heat of summer could not be kept out. Here on the contrary 
has been expended the best thought on the science of Ie 
ing and lighting that is known today. 


We have enrolled in the school 111 pupils as follows: 
grade 1 has 12 pupils; grade 2 has 17; grade 3 has 15; grade 
4 has 19; grade 5 has 18; grade 6 has 15; grade 7 has 12; 
and grade 8 has 8 pupils. The town is now paying high 
school tuition on 41 pupils of which 9 are attending Cony 
High School while 32 are enrolled at Erskine Academy. 
Five of these secondary school pupils will graduate in June. 
In spite of the fact that it is very difficult to estimate the 
number of secondary school pupils that will attend high 
school next September, we may have to pay tuition on 44 
pupils. The present high school tuition at Cony is $162.16 
per child while Erskine Academy charges >168. 61 for each 
out of town pupil. 


The pupils are progressing much better under the pres- 
ent system of two grades to a teacher than they did where 
the teachers had to concern themselves with all eight grades. 
Since the teachers do not have as many grades they have 
more time to concentrate on their own group needs and each 
pupil receives more individual attention. Even with two 
grades the pupils need, of course, to be met upon their own 
level of individual needs, and in lower grades especially, 
two or three separate reading groups may be found. We 
have found that the average attendance is much better in 
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the consolidated school than it was under the old rural 
school system. In this new school the average attendance 
for 115 pupils enrolled last September is 107.69 while the 
rural schools from an enrollment of 130. pupils over a sim- 
ilar period had an average attendance of only TODO: 


- The school cafeteria under the leadership of Mrs. Louise 
Evans with her assistants, Mrs. Mildred Sproul and Mr. 
Elbridge Jones, have served hot lunches to an average of 105 
pupils each day since school opened last September. The 
$500.00 appropriated by the town was not sufficient to carry 
on the program and the cafeteria staff kindly put on two 
suppers to help finance the project. They cleared $80.00 on 
the first public supper and $40.00 on the second. They re- 
ceive seven cents per child for each meal served during the 
school year as Federal subsidy for the type A lunch. Mrs. 
Evans estimates that she will need $750.00 from the town 
to carry on the school lunch for the ’52-’53 fiscal year. 


Under the new State formula for the distribution of 
school funds which becomes effective in 1952 the Town of 
Windsor is placed in class 3 which means that they will 
receive 45% of the expenditures for school maintenance. 
The class of each town is determined from the State valu- 
ation per pupil for each school year on April Ist. The valu- 
ation is determined by the board of equalization and the 
number of children will be the average of the last two en- 
rollment reports of pupils being educated at public expense 
annually. For the years 1951-52 the allocation will be 
based on the board of equalization statement filed on Decem- 
ber 1, 1950 and on the public school enrollment reports for 
the school years 1949-50. The amount allocated to Wind- 
sor for December of 1952 will be $7,383.00. 


The School Committee would welcome any citizen who 
might wish to become better informed about the schools at 
any of their regular meetings. It would be necessary to in+ 
form the superintendent of schools of your desire and you 
will be notified of the next meeting date. 
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What the schools do and what they can do is determined 
by the tradition and the will of the entire community, of 
which the schools are only a part. Community action can- 
not be properly separated from education as the two are 
closely correlated in the life of every school child. Our 
society today is based on many beliefs and a major task of 
education is to perpetuate these beliefs to the extent that 
the home, the church, the school and all other agencies co- 
operate for the betterment of youth. 


The cooperation of Citizens, Parent-Teacher Association, 
School Committee, Teachers and Town Officials is gratefully 
acknowledged.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
ANNUAL REPORT 1951 WINDSOR 


Most of the towns in Maine appropriate money each year 
for the support of Public Health Nursing Services. As the 
name implies these services exist for the purpose of helping 
to-attain the best possible health for the public. 


Encouragement of healthful living habits, prevention of 
defects and diseases and protection against them are valu- 
able to any community. Visits are made to the homes, to 
schools, to interested citizens and to physicians. When signs 
of defects are found referrals to physicians and clinics are 
made. Then decisions may be made for methods of treat- 
ments and follow-up of recommendations. 


During these pressing times perhaps it is more difficult 
for the public health nurses to keep well informed about the 
problems in the towns, and too, the members of the towns 
may find it difficult to reach the nurses. Many towns have 
formed Health Councils. These are voluntary organiza- 
tions made up of members from other local groups. They, 
with the public health nurses, work closely together in 
organizing clinics and in reporting problems as they arise. 
Thus, both profit by the councils. A council in your town is 
strongly urged as it should be of great value. This was 
discussed at a Parent-Teachers Association meeting last 
winter. 


In order to carry out the program as outlined above, your 
nurse in her visits to your town, was able to visit the homes 
of infants, preschools and school children to aid in the pro- 
motion of positive health for each individual. She also 
visited in the homes of children who had been admitted to 
any of the special clinics, such as Hard-of-Hearing, Crippled 
Children’s and Pediatric. Follow-up visits were made to 
the families where there were either known or suspicious 
tuberculosis cases for the purpose of obtaining check-ups of 
all contacts and to aid in plans for the care, comfort and 
safety of patients and their families. 
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Three Child Health Conferences were held and twenty-six 
children were examined, fourteen were administered immu- 
nizations to protect them against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. Likewise, a school immunization clinic 
was offered. Seventy children received diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus combination and fifty-four were vac- 
cinated to protect them against smallpox. 


Audiometer hearing tests were given to sixty children. A 
few children manifested signs of defects and parents were 
notified of these. Ten patch tests were given and none were 
found as positive reactors. 


Your public health nurse appreciates greatly the help of 
those in your community who so generously contributed 
their time and effort to the program.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Windsor Volunteer Fire Department was organized 
in March, 1949. The first two years’ activities were con- 
centrated on raising funds towards purchasing fire fighting 
equipment. Funds were made available through member- 
ships in the department and by the department sponsoring 
social activities. 


In 1950 the town purchased and donated to the depart- 
ment a new Chevrolet truck. The department then had a 
500 gallon capacity water tank mounted on the chassis with 
a power take-off pump installed. Other equipment for the 
truck such as hose, ladders, extinguishers, lights, sirens, 
etc., has also been purchased. 


In 1951 the town leased to the department the Windsor 
Corner School building, to be converted into a fire house. 
By several of the department members donating their ser- 
vices the partitions and floors were removed; the necessary 
gravel was hauled and the cement floor was put in. One 
overhead door was purchased and installed. The building 
was then ready to house the fire truck. 


In order for the fire truck to be available during the win- 
ter months it was necessary to purchase and install a heat- 
ing system. This consists of a cast iron furnace with a gun 
type oil burner controlled by a thermostat. 


Our future plans call for raising funds to purchase a for- 
estry pump, additional hose, Indian pumps and possibly a 
tanker truck. Plans also are being made for further re- 
modelling of the fire house. 


The annual meeting of the Windsor Volunteer Fire De- 
partment is held on the third Tuesday of March, and the 
monthly meeting of the board of directors is held the third 
Tuesday of each month. All are invited and urged to at- 
tend the meetings.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT, TOWN OF WINDSOR 
February 20, 1953 


To the Municipal Officers, Town of Windsor: 


We wish to submit a report of the Trustees of the Wind- 
sor School District for the fiscal year ending February —, 
1953. 


Your School Board have new completed their full year 
of operation at the new Consolidated School and the fact 
that they have been able to operate with a carry-over of 
approximately $1,000, reducing the required appropriation 
for this year not only speaks well of the efficient manage- 
ment of your School Board but the advantage of having 
their educational program under control in a consolidated 
school. 


There has been very little activity requiring the Trustees’ 
attention during the last year. There have been some ad- 
ditions which will add a great deal to the appearance and 
efficiency of the new building. Through the cooperation 
of Charles Clark of the Bridge Construction Company and 
Ralph Kennison, Division Manager of the Central Maine 
Power Company, a steel flagpole was erected free of cost 
to the Town of Windsor, for which I am sure we are all 
appreciative and adds a great deal to the grounds in front 
of the building. 


In cooperation with the Board of Selectmen it was made 
possible for the income of the Theron D. Reed Fund to be 
available for completing a new cement floor in the basement 
and providing a very much needed storeroom for the cafe- 
teria supplies. We also have the assurance that the Trus- 
tees may plan on the income from this fund for the coming 
year to complete and finish the fifth room. We have a con- 
siderable amount of material on hand to start the work and 
by having this extra room available it will provide very 
much needed space for P. T. A. meetings, School Board 
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meetings or for any school groups so it will not be neces- 
sary to use the classrooms for this purpose. 


Also, from this Fund, we wish to install during the com- 
ing year the two electrically controlled heating valves which 
“are very much needed. By controlling the circulation of 
heat on the east and west sides of the building separately 
a saving of between 15 and 20% is estimated in the heating 
cost, which should result in a saving in operation of at least 
$200. per year in the School Budget. It is certainly much 
appreciated by the Board of Selectmen, Board of Trustees, 
School Board and all the taxpayers that this fund is avail- 
able for school purposes, resulting in a very material saving 
to the taxpayers. 


We have included in the Town Warrant an Article asking 
for the Town to raise an amount of $600. for giving a com- 
plete painting job, one coat for the interior and exterior of 
the building. At the time this building was built we were 
advised by the builders and the architect to put on one 
priming coat and one finish coat and delay the second coat 
for one year. Due to the extremely heavy snow removal 
bills in February, 1952, we did not ask for this money last 
year. We feel now that this work should be done during 
the summer vacation in order to save what has already been 
expended on painting. We strongly urge your support of 
- this Article and the Budget Committee has so recommended. 


We feel at this time that we should mention the very fine 
cooperation that the Trustees have had from the Municipal 
Officers, the School Board and that a word of praise should 
be given to Mrs. Evans and Mrs. Sproul for the very fine 
and efficient management of the school cafeteria. The same 
is true for the bus drivers and the janitor, who has kept the 
building in excellent condition, and the fact that no com- 
plaints are made to the Trustees speaks well for those re- 
sponsible for these operations.

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TOWN OF WINDSOR ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1952-53 


It is a well known fact that the success of any school 
system depends very largely on the character and influence 
of well trained teachers; yet the pupil cannot be exempt 
from his share of the responsibility if he is to progress 
properly. The pupil has his own work to do on each assign- 
ment and the teacher cannot advance his interest against 
his will. However, we feel that the teachers are well quali- 
fied for the positions which they now hold. All have shown 
an exceptional interest in their work and they have achieved 
excellent results from their pupils. In most cases the chil- 
dren have reacted to the interest of the school personnel 
as shown by their fine attendance record. 


We have 115 pupils enrolled in the school as follows: 
grade 1 has 13 pupils; grade 2 has 13; grade 8 has 14; 
grade 4 has 18; grade 5 has 12; grade 6 has 19; grade 7 
has 15 while grade 8 has 11. The town is now paying high 
school tuition on 36 pupils of which 11 are enrolled in Cony 
High School while 25 are registered at Erskine Academy. 
Eight of the secondary school pupils are seniors and will 
receive their diplomas in June. This will leave 28 upper 
classmen while 11 will enter high school from our grade 8 
next fall. The present high school tuition at Cony is $191.17 
per child while Erskine Academy charges $205.75. The rate 
of increase per pupil for Cony above last year is $29.01 
while the increase for Erskine is $37.14. 


The average high school tuition cost of the state for the 
last year was $246.17. A secondary schools legal tuition 
charge is limited to the per pupil cost for the preceding 
year or to the maximum permitted under section 98. The 
following two limitations are placed under that section: 
1. For a High School not offering three courses, including 
two occupational courses, or not having 10% tuition pupils, 
the charge is limited to the cost not exceeding the state 
average cost per pupil in all secondary schools. 2. For a 
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school offering three or more courses, including two occupa- 
tional courses, and having 10% or more tuition pupils, the 
charge is limited to the cost not exceeding 115% of the 
state average cost per pupil. Regardless of the cost per 
pupil a\secondary school in class 2 could not charge over 
$283.10 high school tuition for the present school year. 


Federal Law 874 states that a town may receive Federal 
Aid for its schools if it is extending free public education 
to its pupils residing on Federal property, or residing with 
parents employed on Federal property which is within the 
same state as the applicant. Providing, however, that the 
number of such pupils is 10 or more and their average daily 
attendance amounts to three percent or more of the total 
average daily attendance of all pupils for whom free public 
education is provided by the town. The amount of money 
paid under this law to the town of Windsor for the past 
year was $389.16. This money may be used only for school 
maintenance purposes. 


The P.T.A. realizing the importance of play equipment 
for the schools have donated teeters, swings, and basket- 
ball equipment. Few other things do as much as well 
organized play to help transform each pupil into a useful 
school citizen. Often such an organization will bring out 
the best from timid pupils, will teach self control, will 
smooth school discipline problems and will awaken the best 
spirit in each child that takes part. We are truly grateful 
to the P.T.A. for the help they have given the school and 
for their promptness in paying in full for the cafeteria 
equipment. 


The cafeteria staff deserve a great deal of credit for the 
fine meals served to the children throughout the school 
year. They have worked to establish a kind, friendly 
atmosphere where pupils and teachers alike may sit down 
to a well planned dinner each day at noon. They are thank- 
ful to the State Department for sending among other com- 
modities turkeys and smoked ham for the children. The 
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donation of vegetables by the citizens and the storing of 
frozen food by Mr. Williams has been highly appreciated. 


The Board of Trustees, realizing that a flagpole should 
be erected on the new school property, contacted Charles 
Clark of the Bridge Construction Company and Ralph 
Kennison, Division Manager of the Central Maine Power 
Company, and found these two companies very willing to 
furnish and erect the flagpole. A great deal of credit should 
be given to both Mr. Clark and Mr. Kennison for their kind 
cooperation in this project. The large new flag which we 
were very happy to receive was donated by Mr. Britt 
Norton. With new loam on the front lawn, re-seeding and 
landscaping the school grounds around this flagpole could 
be made truly beautiful. 


In closing we wish to mention the kind and courteous 
treatment always given to the school by the citizens. We 
have always found them interested in schools, reasonable 
in their demands and ready to support school activities 
in every possible way.

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REPORT OF THE WINDSOR VOLUNTEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year there were two major fires in the 
Town. of Windsor. Even though these two fires caused 
‘heavy losses, the loss could have been greater had it not 
been for the fact that Windsor has a Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and assistance was received from Volunteer Fire 
Departments from neighboring towns. 


The Windsor Volunteer Fire Department has answered 
emergency calls from neighboring towns and as long as 
Windsor maintains its own Volunteer Fire Department 
these towns will willingly assist Windsor in the event of a 
serious fire. We therefore ask you to support your Volun- 
teer Fire Department not only financially but by showing 
interest in your department by attending regular scheduled 
monthly meeting. By attending these meetings you have 
an opportunity to present your ideas, to know what your 
department is doing, and you are showing that you want 
Windsor to continue to have a Volunteer Fire Department. 
Monthly meetings are held on the third Tuesday of each 
month with the annual meeting being held the third Tues- 
day in March. 


During the past year a forestry pump has been purchased 
which is a very important piece of equipment for a fire de- 
partment in a small town. The ceiling in the fire house has 
been insulated which has already greatly reduced our heat- 
ing expense. It is necessary to heat the fire house during 
winter months to permit keeping the tank on the truck filled 
with water and ready for immediate use. Our future plans 
eall for obtaining additional hose and any other equipment 
that we are financially able to purchase.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 
1953-1954 


In the present economic situation with increased school 
enrollments and mounting educational costs we are fortunate 
in being able to continue our schools without any serious 
reduction of school privileges. Many communities have had 
a very serious overcrowded situation which has made it 
necessary for the pupils and the schools to suffer a serious 
educational loss. It cannot be denied that there has been 
an upward trend in school costs for the past 20 years. Three 
factors are primarily responsible for this increase. The first 
and greatest factor is without doubt the depreciation of the 
dollar. Second is increase in school attendance both through 
the grades and high school. The third factor is the increase 
in high school tuition. Not many years ago the State fixed 
the cost of high school tuition at $90.00 per pupil. Today the 
average cost of tuition in the State for high schools is 
$267.35 per student. The cost of tuition at Erskine Acad- 
emy for the school year ending in June 1954 is $240.22 per 
pupil while Cony charges $239.30. Erskine has increased 
the cost $34.36 per pupil over the preceding year while 
Cony’s increase amounts to $48.13. 


We have enrolled in the school 133 pupils who are now 
living in the town of Windsor. The enrollment by grades is 
as follows: grade 1 has 25 pupils; grade 2 has 18; grade 3 
has 14; grade 4 has 15; grade 5 has 16; grade 6 has 21; 
grade 7 has 12; while grade 8 has 17 pupils. The town is 
now paying high school tuition on 37 pupils of which 7 are 
seniors and will graduate in June. It is very difficult to esti- - 
mate the number of pupils that will attend high school next 
Fall, but from these figures we may have to pay secondary 
tuition on 47 pupils. 


Whereas the Central School has been in operation since 
February 26, 1951 your school committee feel that their 
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- first duty and objective is to create the best possible learn- 
ing situation for every pupil in the town. To bring about 
this situation more effectively, they have unanimously 
agreed that a new Principal should be hired to start his 
duties, with the opening of the Fall term of school. The 
committee feel that a man principal, who will teach his own 
grades and carry out the administration of scholastic, social 
and athletic needs of the school is of paramount importance. 
After serious consideration the board feels that such a move 
would be the next and only logical step toward the improve- 
ment of education for our boys and girls. 


The P. T. A. have sponsored a health clinic and examina- 
tion as well as the fluorine treatment for the pupils. We 
highly appreciate the kind help given to the school by the 
P. T. A. and especially their interest in a better health pro- 
gram. They realize that health should have a very definite 
place in the curriculum of any well planned course of study, 
as it affords untold possibilities for establishing life long 
habits of better living. 


We were very fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. 
Sproul as dietician in the cafeteria. Mrs. Sproul has not only 
served well planned dinners for the Windsor boys and girls 
but she has also kept a fine set of records for which she has 
received special approval from the State Department. We 
were glad to welcome Mrs. Whitaker as an assistant: whose 
‘work and cooperation are highly commendable. 


We deeply appreciate the loyal support and the fine coop- 
eration given to the school by the citizens of Windsor.

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REPORT OF THE WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


During the past year the fire department has answered 
nine calls, one woods fire, four chimney fires and two house 
fires. The fire department received assistance from neigh- 
boring towns in controlling two local fires, whereas the 
Windsor department assisted neighboring towns with three 
fires. 


This past year we have obtained some additional hose, 
four forestry pumps, two hand lights and two hose pick-up 
lights, two fireman’s rubber coats, one pair fireman’s boots 
and a fire axe. A hose drying tower has been built in the 
fire house which not only permits the drying of hose in a 
shorter time, also prevents the hose from rotting caused by 
improper drying. 


There are no definite plans for the coming year but cer- 
tain repairs are needed to the fire house, as well as paint- 
ing the outside. When finances permit we intend to install 

the second door in front of the fire house and purchase an- 
other tank truck. We may not be able to do this in the com- 
ing year but it is something your department has in mind. 
At present we are attempting to raise money by sponsoring 
dances every Saturday night at the Town Hall. To date this 
project has been fairly profitable and is expected to be bet- 
ter in the spring. 


We will again conduct our annual membership drive in 
the spring and your continued support will be appreciated. 


The annual meeting is March 16. Be sure to be present to 
elect your new staff of officers. 
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WINDSOR 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S ANNUAL REPORT—1953 


Health is said to be a way of living, also conducive to hap- 
piness. It is the birth right of every child in the community. 


Each community selects its own leadership, raises funds 
to be shared with state and national groups, and within cer- 
tain policy limits, determines what it shall do. 


Windsor has included in its yearly budget a sum payable 
to the State Bureau of Health for a public health nursing 
program. The public health nurse in each community is one 
of a team working toward a three-fold objective, namely: 


Promotion of health 
Prevention of disease 


Early detection and correction of physical defects. 


The primary purpose of the public health nurse is educa- 
tion in healthful living. Her educational program permeates 
every activity, both in the school and in the homes which she 
visits. 


As your public health nurse for the past year I can report 
to you that conscientious effort has been made towards 
meeting the three-fold objective stated above. Home visit- 
ing has been done throughout the year for the purpose of 
helping mothers with problems related to the growth and 
development of infants. Nutrition and immunization has 
been emphasized as good health practices. The nurse has 
worked towards helping parents plan for their individual 
family health problems. Appointments to clinics have been 
made for some. 


Visits have been made to the school for the purpose of con- 
sulting with the teachers on school health problems and to 
assist them wherever possible. A school immunization clinic 
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was held in May and again in November when asked for by 
Dr. Fallon who made arrangements at school for this. Al- 
though the nurse did not help with school health examina- 
tions given by Dr. Fallon to students in alternate grades, the 
follow-up will be my job where remedial defects were noted. 
This has already been started. 


During the summer months three Child Health Confer- 
ences were held at the school for infants and preschool chil- 
dren not under medical supervision. Children from Somer- 
ville were brought in for this program as well as the school 
immunizations in May. Examinations and immunizations 
were done by Dr. Fallon. With an organized health commit- 
tee working on this program many more young children 
could be benefited. Mrs. Nathaniel Berry assisted me with 
the three conferences. 


The health committee formed this year to represent the 
Parent-Teacher Association is a big step towards improved 
health services. This organization is to be commended for 
making possible one of the most valuable ways of providing 
an educational experience in healthful living, that of health 
examinations for school children. I am sure this program 
will prove to be of such benefit to these boys and girls that 
funds will be forthcoming annually. In recent years there 
has been much effort exerted to bring parents to school dur- 
ing the health examination of their children. 


I wish to extend my thanks to everyone with whom I have 
associated in Windsor this year and for the interest and help 
given the health program.
